CANADA 

Fall-sown  wheat  for  harvest  In  1944  is  estimated  to  cover  735,000  acres,  an 
Increase  of  4  percent  compared  with  the  707,000  acres  sown  in  the  fall  of  1942.,  Fall- 
rye  sowings,  reported  at  273,200  acres,  represent  a  decrease  of  30  percent  from  last 
year's  seedlngs  of  387,200  acres.    The  condition  of  fall  sowing  on  October  31  was 
estimated  at  84  percent  of  the  long-time  average  yield  per  acre  for  wheat,  and  78 
percent  for  rye.. 

ARGOT  I NA 

General  rains  and  continued  low  temperatures  during  mid-November  are  said  to 
have  delayed  wheat  harvesting  in  the  early  districts,  but  were  beneficial  to  the 
crops  in  the  later  districts,  where  conditions  are  reported  as  generally  very  good. 

SOUTH  AFRICA 

The  wheat  harvest  has  started,  and  prospects  are  reported  to  be  more  favorable 
than  earlier  indications  promised. 

ARGENTINA 

Harvesting  of  flaxseed  was  expected  to  begin  about  the  middle  of  this  month; 
the  condition  of  the  crop  Is  reported  from  good  to  excellent.    Sunflower-seed  sowings 
have  been  intensified  under  favorable  growing  conditions,  and  peanut  sowing  continues. 
The  tung  plantations  in  :iisiones  and  Corrlentes  flowered  satisfactorily, 

MEXICO 

This  year's  winter-vegetable  crop  in  the  Mexican  State  of  Sinaloa,   the  most 
important  winter-vegetable  producing  and  exporting  state  in  Mexico,  suffered  severe 
storm  damage  during  September  and  October.     Well  in  excess  of  50  percent  of  all  seed 
beds  were  a  total  loss.    Although  there  was  considerable  replanting,  the  net  result 
is  believed  to  be  an  acreage  and  production  no  greater  than  last  year.    Prior  to  the 
September-October  storms  the  acreage  planted  in  Sinaloa  was  estimated  to  be  35  percent 
larger  than  the  45,000  acres  planted  during  the  1942-43  season.     Tomatoes  usually  ac- 
count for  37  percent  of  the  winter  vegetables  grown  in  Sinaloa,  peppers  for  10  percent, 
and  peas,,  eggplant,  and  string  beans  for  the  remaining  3  percent. 

Ordinarily,  Mexican  West  Coast  winter  vegetables  begin  moving  to  the  United 
States  about  November  15.    During  the  first  several  weeks,  shipments  are  almost  en- 
tirdl.v  fro.;,  tlie  .northern  State  of  Sonora.    They  usually  reach  their  peak:  during  the 
edrlj-  mOnths  of  the  year  as  the  crops  begin  moving  in  steadily  increasing  volume 
from  tue  iiiore  southerly  producing  areas  in  the  States  of  Sinaloa  and  Nayarlt.  As 
u.e  September-October  stor^ns  forced  rsplantings  in  practically  all  of  the  Sinaloa 
producing  areas  at  about  tne  o<i>..e  time,   this  usual  progression  in  harvesting,  and 
shipping  will  be  much  less  marked  this  year,  and  a  serioas  traffic  Jam  may  develop 
when  the  crops  are  ready  for  shipment.

CANADA  INCREASES  SUBSIDY  ON  FEED  WHEAT 

An  Increase  In  Cffliada's  subsidy  on  feed  wheat,  from  B  cents  to  25  cents  per 
bushel,  became  effective  on  November  15,  according  to  Information  received  In  the 
Office  of  Foreign  Agricultural  Relations.    This  move  was  the  outgrowth  of  the  un- 
favorable feed  position  of  wheat  under  i  the  -new  price  schedule  adopted  September  28. 
The  Initial  payment  of  $1.25  per  bushel  to  be  made  on  No.  1  Northern,  with  the  usual 
discounts  for  feed  grades,  put  wheat  In  an  unfavorable  feed  relationship  with  oats 
and  barley,  on  a  pound-f or-pound  basis. 

Tb-e  original  drawback  of  8  cents  per  bushel  on  wheat  of  any  grade  fed  became 
effective  when  the  basic  guaranteed  price  was  changed  from  70  to  90  cents,  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  1942-43  crop  year.    With  wheat  at  the  90-cent  level  the  subsidy  was 
considered  necessary  In  order  that  wheat  might  be  In  a  competitive  price  position  w}th 
oats  and  barley.    Fluctuations  In  feed-grain  prices  have  been  limited  by  the  support 
prices  effective  since  August  1942  and  the  celling  prices  set  In  late  1941  and  early 
1942.    Top  grades  of  oats  could  thus  range  only  between  the  limits  of  45  and  51-i/2 
cents,  and  barley  was  restricted  by  its  limits  of  60  anil  64-3/4  cents.    During  most 
of  the  past  year  these  grains  have  sold  near  the  celling  price.     In  addition,  effec- 
tive around  October  1,  growers  receive  advances  of  10  cents  per  bushel  on  oats  and  15 
cents  on  barley  marketed.    These  advances  from  the  equalization  fund  constitute  In 
effect  a  subsidy  applicable  on  all  sales. 

The  new  wheat  subsidy  rate  of  25  cents  per  bushel  applies  only  on  grain  grading 
NO.  4  Northern  or  lower.     Oats  and  wheat  are  now  at  about  the  same  level,  but  barley 
still  maintains  some  price  advantage  over  wheat,  pound  'for  pound,   for  feeders  who  buy 
their  feed.    It  will  be  noted  that  the  advance  payments  of  10  cents  per  bushel  on  oats 
and  15  cents  on  barley,  made  on  all  deliveries  of  these  grains,  do  not  affect  the 
price  lald  by  nonproducers.    .(see  also  Foreign  crops  and  Markets,  October  18,  1943.) 
Producer- feeders,  however,  do  not  benefit  from  the  advance  payments  on  coarse  grains 
they  feed,  nor  ire  producers  who  hold  wheat  delivery  permits  eligible-  to  receive  the 
drawback  on  any  wheat  they  purchase  for  feed.    As  a  result  growers'  p-rlce-feed  ra.tlos 
must  be  calculated  on  a  different  basis.    This  situation  benefits  the  Eastern  feeders 
mainly,  since  freight  subsidies  to  this  area  are  operative,  In  addition  to  other  sub- 
sidies.    For.  growers,  wheat  Is  a  higher  priced  feed  than  oats  or  barley  but  Is  In  a 
price  range  to  substitute  for  these  grains  when  they  are  not  in  position  for  feeding. 
In  some  cases,  however.  It  v/ould  appear  more  profitable  to  sell  grain  than  to  feed  It. 

A  revised  comparison  of  the  relative  cost  of  the  three  grains  on  a  pound  basis 
Is  shown  on  the  following  page,  based  on  the  new  price  schedule  for  wheat  of  feed 
grades,  and  deducting  the  25-cent  drawback  for  nonproducers.    The  cost  of  feed  wheat 
Is  shown  first  In  comparison  with  coarse-grain  prices,  disregarding  the  advance  pay- 
ments of  10  and  15  cents  on  oats  and  barley.     This  would  represent  the  buyers' 
position,  while  the  second  comparison,  adding  the  advances  to  the  basic  price,  covers 
the  theoretical  cost  of  feed  to  the  producer,   taking  into  account  the  benefits  that 
he  could  obtain  through  marketing  the  grain  as  such.

EGYPT  HARVESTS  RECORD  BARLEY  CROP 

The  1943  barley  crop  In  Egypt  is  now  reported' at  14.4  million  bushels  or  1.2 
million  bushels  below  the  earlier  estimate  of  15.6  raiiilon.    This  is  still  well  above 
the  1942  crop  of  12.7  million  bushels,  far  even  at  the  reduced  figure  the  1943  pro- 
duction is  indicated  to  be  a  record  crop.     Barley  Is  to  be  used  partly  In  the  war 
bread,  as. admixture  of  10  percent  in  the  bread  Is  mandatory.    Seeding  of  malting  bar- 
ley, which  was  formerly  raised  in  the  district  between  Lake  Hariut  and  the  Egyptian 
western  desert,  for  export  to  the  United  Kingdom  has  been  discontinued.    War  activities 
m  that  area  have  interfered  with  cultivation,  accordine  to  reports. 
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CUBAN  RICE  PRODUCTION  INCREASED 


The  1943  rice  crop  In  Cuba  Is  now  estimated  at  2,500,000  bushels,  compared 
with  1,400,000  bushels  In  1942,  and  with  the  1938-1940  average  of  1,025,000  bushels. 
Since  the  war  the  high  cost  of  production  and  the  large  rlslc  customarily  Involved  in 
growing  rice  In  Cuba  have  been  offset  by  the  high  prices  being  paid  as  a  result  of 
decreased  Imports.    Because  of  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  Imported  rice,  the  Govern- 
ment has  encouraged  farmers  to  Increase  production.    Yields  this  year  are  not  so  high 
as  expected  because  of  damage  from  heavy  rain  storms  during  October.     The  rain  also 
delayed  harvest,  which  will  continue  through  November. 

The  distribution  by  the  Cuban  Government  of  seed  rice  last  spring  is  believed 
to  have  been  an  Important  factor  In  the  Increased  rice  acreage  this  year.    Most  of 
the  rice  is  grovm  on  unlrrlgated  land.     The  Government  approved  a  project  this  year 
to  Irrigate  about  7,000  acres,  much  of  which  may  be  used  for  rice  farming,  but  this 
project  was  not  completed  In  time  for  use  In  1943. 

Prior  to  1941,  only  50,000  acres  were  planted  to  rice.     The  planted  area  was 
lacreased  to  65,000  acres  In  1941  and  to  100,000  acres  In  1942.     It  Is  estimated  that 
150,000  acres  were  sown  to  rice  this  year.    Because  of  an  unprecedentid    drought  in 
1942  the  rice  harvest  did  not  Increase  in  proportion  with  the  extended  acreage,  but 
remained  at  the  level  of  the  previous  year. 

The  Increase  In  1943  rice  production  will  not  be  sufficient  to  offset  the 
reduction  In  stocks  utilized  during  the  past  year.    Substantial  rice' Imports ,  there- 
fore, will  continue  to  be  necessary.     Imports  during  the  early  months  of  the  1943-44 
Hftjrketln^  year  considerably  exceeded  those  of  the  same  period  last  year,  and  stocks 
on  hand  are  larger  than  at  any  time  since  October  1942.

The  production  of  edible  vegetable  oils  in  Chile  represents  only  a  small  part 
of  domestic  requirements   (about  14  percent  in  1942).     In  recent  years  the  country  has 
been- heavily  dependent  on  imports  of  cottonseed   (for  crushing)   from  Peru,  Egypt  (prior 
to  1940),  and  Brazil   (In  1940  and  1941).,    Export  bans  and  transportation  difficulties, 
however,  have  now  virtually  eliminated  those  three  sources  of  supply.     Imports  of  soy- 
bean oil,  mostly  from  Europe  and  the  Orient,  declined  from  4,184,000  pomds  in  1936 
to  71,000  in'  1941.     Imports  of  olive  oil  from  Europe  were  important  prior  to  1939. 

Imports  of  larger  quantities  of  vegetable  oilseeds,  principally  suhflower,  hemp, 
rape,  peanuts,  and  flaxseed,   from  Argentina  in  1940  and.  1941  ■  partly  off-set  the  loss  of 
overseas  sources.    Argentine  restrictions  on^  exports  of. fats  and  oils  since  the  middle 
of.:1943  and  stronger  competition  by  allied  buyers  for  all. the  Latin  American  oilseed 
surpluses  have  emphasized  to  Chile  the  urgency  of  greater  domostio  production. 


The  domestic  oilseed  crushing  and  reflming  facilities  are  believed  to  be 
adequate  for  supplying  the  country's  entire  annual  need.s  for  vegetable  ol  Is  if  the 
raw  materials  are  available'.     In  recent  years,  80  to  90  percent  of  the  vegetable  oils 
consumed  in  Chile  were  derived  from  imported  seeds  and  nut?, ■ crushed  by  domestic 
mills.     Domestic  seeds  and  imported  oils  provided  the  remaining  10. to  20  percent. 
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As  a  result  of  the  Impending  shortage  of  vegetable  oilseeds  the  Chilean 
jovernment  Issued  decrefes  on  August  13  and  October  7,  1942»  prohibiting  further  ex- 
ports of  the  principal  oilseeds,  oils,  and  fats.    'In  addition,  the  Committee  for 
Development  of  Oilseed  Production  Intensified  Its  ca^npalgn  to  Increase  oilseed  pro- 
duction, with  emphasis  on  sunflower  seed.    Significant  Increases  have  already  been 
obtained  In  the  production  of  sunflower  seed  and  hempseed.    No  export  surplus  Is 
expected  In  the  near  future,  however.  In  view  of  the  present  national  deficiency  In 
vegetable  oils  and  the  competition  from  other  crops  for  the  relatively  small  supply 
of  labor,  equipment,  and  arable  land  in  Chile.

Hertpseed 'production  vas  Increased  from  9.6  million  pounds  In  1941  to  39.7 
million  In  1943.     The  Increase,  however,  was  largely  an  -Indirect  result  of  efforts  to 
Increase  her^.p  fiber  production,  although  most  of  the  seed  are  crushed  for  oil.  An 
annual  seed-production  goal  of  33,069,000  pounds  was  set  for  1942  through  1944. 
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Production  of  several  other  oilseeds  Is  'oeing  encouraged  tlirough  publicity 
campaigns  and  favorable  prlces>  but  no  goals  have  been  set.    Soybean  production  av- 
erages only  about  65,000  pounds  (1,100  bushels)  annually  and  little  effort  Is  being 
made  to  encourage  Increased  output  because  of  the  low  oil  content  In  relation  to 
that  of  other  oilseeds  and  reluctance  on  the  part  of  dalrjnnen  to  us6  soybean  cake 
for  feed.     Imports  of  soybean  oil  for  use  In  the  manufacture  of  vegetable  shortening 
averaged  about  31  million  pounds  during  the  5  years  ended  with  1939-  ' 

Rapeseed  production  has  Increased  slightly  In  recent  years,  but  no  appreciable 
Increase  Is  expected  In  the  near  future.     Imports  of  rapeseed  from  Argentina  have 
been  heavy  since  1940.     The  use  of  grape  seeds  for  crushing  has  grown  slowly  because 
of  the  low  oil  content  and  the  fact  that  the  seeds  are  a  byproduct  of  the  wine  in- 
dustry.   Other  oll-bearlrig  products  grown  on  a  very  minor  scale  in  Chile  include 
flaxseed,  thistle  seed,  olives,  castor  beans,  and  palm  nuts.    Chile  Is  relying  largely 
on  increased  production  of  sunflov/er  seeds  and  continued  Imports  cf  oils  and  oilseeds 
(on  a  reduced  scale)  from  Argentina  to  fill  the  bulk  of  domestic  reiulreraeats  until 
domestic  production 'has  reached  a  level  of  self-sufficiency  or  overseas  sources  are 
again  accessible.    Annual  consumption  of  edible  vegetable  oils  In  Chile  Is  estimated 
at  33,000,000  to  35,000,000  pounds.

Guaranteed  mlnliiium  prices  for  the  1944  crop  of  peanuts,  sunflower  seed,  sesame, 
and  castor  beans  were  provided  for  In  a  Peruvian  decree  dated  October  14,  1943.  The 
Government  is  attempting  to  bring  about  an  expansion  in  the  production  of  these  oil- 
seeds. VJlth  that  end  in  view  It  will  purchase  the  1944  crops  directly  from  local 
producers  at  the  5ua.ranteed  price  levels.  The  following  prices  are  offered  for  oil- 
seeds (net-weight  basis)  containing  not  more  than  3  percent  of  Impurities  or  spoiled 
grains  and  delivered  at  Government  warehouses.

Production  of  these  oilseeds  and  of  olives  and  flaxseed  in  past  years  has  been 
too  small  to  warrant  official  estimates.     Cottonseed  is  the  only  oilseed  produced  on 
a  commercial  scale  In  Peru.     The  1943  crop  of  seed  was  reduced  to  about  75  percent  of 
that  In  1941  (155,000  short  tons)  as  an  Indirect  result  of  the  terras  of  a  cotton 
purchase  agreement  with  the  united  States.

EFFORTS  BEING  MADE  TO  DISPOSE  OF  HAITIAN  COTTON  . 

Negotiations  are  now  under  way  between  Haitian  cotton  exporters  and  Colombian 
mill  owners,  for  the  sale  of  a  portion. of  the  cotton  stocks  In  that  country.  The  ne- 
gotiations will  affect  possibly  6, 000. bales,  whlch^  Is  approxlinat-ely  half  of  the  ,  .  , 
production  this  year. .  . In  1941.  Colombia  purchased  almost  the  entire  crop  of  about 
12,000  bales,  and  mill,  operators,  have  been  seeking  a  source  of  lo,w-prlced  cotton  for 
use  In  their  mills..  .  .  .  •  ' 

in  P're-war  years,  Haiti  exported  the  ma;) or  portion,  of  Its  c.otton  crop  to  France 
and  the  united  Kingdom,  and  at  one  time  (In  1940)  Japan  .bought  a-.large  part  of.  the 
crop.     Since  the  war,  however,  Colombia  has  been  the  only  Important  purchaser  of 
Haitian  cotton.     In  1942»  an  agreement  was  negotiated  between  the  United  states  and 
Kaltl,  In  an  effort  to  relieve  the  depressing  effect  of  the  relatively  large  surplus 
of  cotton  on  the  Haitian  eco.aomy,  and  to  adjust;  productloci  with  the  reduced  demand 
for  the  fiber,  with  benefit  to  both  Haiti  and  the  United'  States.     The  Haitian  Gov- 
ernment agreed  to  bring  no  new  areas  Into  cultivation  during  the  term  of  the  agree- 
ment O-iritll  the  end  of  the  present  war)  and  hot  to  pefmit  any  increase  In  total 
cotton  "acreage.    The  United  States,  in  turn,  agreed  to'  purchase  the  1941  crop  as  well 
as  stocks  from  previous  crops,  and  all  future  crops  {up  to  12, 500  bales  each)  until 
the  end  of  the  war.    A  basic  price  of  15  centimes  per  half-kilogram  (2.72  cents  per 
pound)  for  seed  cotton  was  stipulated  m  the  agreement.    The  Haitian  Government  lias 
fixed  this  price  as' a  minimum  for  payment  to  growers  for  cottoh  delivered  at  the  gins. 
Since  the  slgnlrtg  of  this  agreement,  the  United  states  has  had  no  occasion  to  purchase 
any  cotton  In  Haiti,'  since  the  price  has  stayed  above  the  support  price. 

As  grown  in  Haiti,  cotton  is  cultivated  somewhat  indl f f er^ntly by  the  natives. 
The  major  portion  of  the  crop  grows  in  a  seml-wUd' state,  as' a  perennial  plant,  some- 
what like  the  northern  Brazilian  tree-cotton.    Because  of  the  topography  of  the 
country,  there  isno  opportunity  to  cultivate  the  crop  on  a  fairly  large  scale.  It 
is  therefore  grown  In  small  patches  on  each  farmer's  holdings.    The  fiber  ranges  from 
3/4  to  1-1/2  Inches  In  length,  and  only  a  small  portion  of  the  crop  will  grade  better 
than  middling;  with  the  majority  of  the  fiber  turning  out  a  neep  tan  color,  known  to 
the  trade  as  "khaki  cotton." 

'  At  one 'time,  cotton  cultivation  assumed  quite  an  iTf.portant  place  in  the  Haitian 
economy,  but  the  boll  weevil  entered  the  country  soon  after  1935*  and  production  de- 
clined after  that  date.     Efforts  were  made  to  combat  the  pest,  tarough  introduction 
of  early  maturing  annual  varieties  of  cotton,  use  of  insecticides,  and  various  other 
control  measures,  but  natural  factors  have  worked  in  favor  of  the  pest,  and  there 
has  been  little  success  in  combating  the  effects  of  the  weevil. 


Of  the. cotton  produced  In  Haiti,  about  98  percent  enters  trade  channels,  since 
there  are  no  mills  in  the  country.    Domestic  consumption  Is  limited  to  mattresses • and 
other  Items  of  immediate  usage*  requiring  no  mechanical  processing.    Naturally,  cotton 
manufactures  form  a  substantial  part  of  , the  total  Haitian  Import  trade,  and  in.  pre- 
war yea:rs,  they  made  up  about  one-fourth  of  the  total  import  trade  of  the  country.

EXPORTS  DECLINE 

Haitian  exports  of  sisal  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  September  30,  1943, 
amounted  to  10,570  tons    (of  2,240  pounds),  or  854  tons  less  than  during  the  preceding 
year,  but  almost  equal  to  the  exporits  during  1940-41.    During  the  last  quarter  of  the 
year  less  sisal  was  shipped  from  Haiti  than  during  any  other  similar  period  since 
January-March  1940.    The  decline  In  exports  Is  due  in  part  to  lower  production  and 
in  part  to  lack,  of  shipping  space.    Sisal  is  a  year-around  crop  and  production  rarely 
varies  much  from  month  to  month  except  as  new  plantings  come  to  the  producing  stage 
or  old  stands  are  abai^doned.    Port  stocks  were  reported  to  be  relatively  large  at  the 
end  of  September,     Prices  during  the  1942-43  year  were  between  8  and  9  cents  per  pound 
compared  with  an  average  of  around  6  cents  in  1941-42.    The  highest  prices  of  each 
year  prevailed  during  later  montha,  beginning  about  June.

NEW  ARGENTINE  WOOL  SURPLUS  LARGEST  ON  RECORD 

The  Argentine  exportable  surplus  of  wool  for  the  new  season,  which  began 
October  1,  Is  the  largest  on  record,  being  estimated  at  780  million  pounds,  an  Increase 
of  25  to  30  percent  above  the  corresponding  estimate  of  a  year  ago.     Production  Is 
expected  to  equal  the  large  clip  of  last  year,  while  the  carry-over  Is  about'  twice  as 
large  as  a  year  ago,  owing  to  the  reduced  exports  In  the  season  Just  closed. 

Prospects  for  disposal  of  this  season's  wool  clip  are  somewhat  uncertain. 
Since  the  war  began,  Argentina  has  depended  to  a  large  extent  on  the  United  States 
market  to  absorb  large  quantities  that  formerly  were  marketed  In  Europe,  and  this 
dependence  on  the  United  States  wool-import  policy  will  continue  until  the  end  of 
the  war,  or  the  bloclcade  Is  lifted. 

DEMAND  LARGELY     Demand  for  Argentine  coarse  crossbred  wool,  which  comprises  about 
FOR  FINFR  WOOLS  third  of  the  Argentine  production,  has  not  been  nearly  so  great 

as  for  the  medium  and  finer  qualities,  and  stocks  have  accumulated. 
Toward  the  end  of  the  season  Just  closed,  however,   there  was  much  speculative  buying 
of  coarse  wool,  as  prices  were  unusually  low  and  buyers  were  anticipating  the  end  of 
the  war  In  the  not-too-distant  future,  as  well  as  a  crystallization  of  Argentine  Gov- 
ernment plans  to  aid  coarse-wool  producers.    Much  of  the  wool  that  is  In  the  hands  of 
speculators  Is  stored  In  Argentina  for  post-war  shipment.

The  Argentine  Government  has  finally  come  to  the  aid  of  producers  of  coarse 
wools  of  36's  to  44's  classification,  by  authorizing  the  Bank  of  the  Nation  to  make 
loans  at  4  percent  for  360  days  with  the  possibility  of  renewal  for  another  180  days. 
This  would  enable  growers  to  hold  for  higher  prices. 


Prices  of  coarse  wools  at  Buenos  Aires  fell  to  a  low  level  last  season,  the 
average  price  for  the  month  of  August  1943  being  6.72  pesos  per  10  kllograns  (9.1 
cents  per  pour1),  compared  with  7,05  pesos   (9.5  cents)  In  August  1942  and  an  average 
August  price  of  11.41  pesos  (16.6  cents)  for  the  5  years  1936-1940.    Argentine  coarse 
wools  lu  Au^jst  1943  were  59  percent  below  fine  crossbred,  which  was  quoted  higher 
than  any  other  grade,  whereas  during  the  5-year  period  1936-1940  the  price  of  coarse 
wool  was  only  9  percent  below  that  of  fine  crossbred.

The  ■  only  other  time  'when  ,  the  carry-over ,  even  approached  such  propor- 
tions was  at  the  end' of'  1919"  and  1920»  following  the  world,  war,  when  stocks  were '  In 
the  neighborhood  of  300  million  pounds.     It  took  about  2  years  to  reduce  stocks  to 
normal^ 

Commercial  stocks  on'  October  i,  1943,  were  officially  estimated  at  260  million 
pounds.    The  quantity  of  wool  held  by  growers  Is  variously  estimated  by  the  trade, 
but  official  sources,  Milch  have  access  to  returns  sent  in  by  growers,  Indicate  that 
stocks  held  by  them  reached  about  120  million  pounds,  90  percent  of  which  v/as  'coarse 
wool.    The'  quantities  already  sold  to  blockaded  European  countries  and  stored  In 
approximately  88'inllllon  pounds.

DOMESTIC  CONSUMPTION     The  domestic  consumption  of  wool  In  Argentina  has  increased 
ABOVE  PRE-WAR     LEVEL    materially  since  the  beginning  of  the  war,  and  It  Is  estimated 

that  consumption  In  1943-44  will  reach  at  least  110  million 
pounds.     Current  consumption  is  about  twice  as  large  as  In  pre-war  years.     Exports  In 
the  season  just  closed  reached  a  new  low  of  22O  million  pounds.  Including  scoured  and 
pulled  wool  converted 'to  a  greasy-wool  equivalent.    This  was  a- -decrease  of  25  percent 
compared  with  the  preceding  season  and  was  32  percent  below  the  average  for  the  five 
seasons  preceding  the  war. 
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SiHpments  to  countries  other  than  the  united  States  were  very  small  and  even 
exports  to  the  United  States  were  on  a  reduced  scale  as  compared  with  the  preceding 
two  seasons.    Reports  giving  exports  by  countries  of  destination,  at  actual  weight 
shipped,  show  that  In  the  entire  season  1942-43  exports  amounted  to  only  178  million 
pounds.     Shipments  to  the  United  states  totaled  153  million  pounds,  or  86  percent  of 
the  total.    Most  of  the  remainder  went  to  Brazil,  Mexico,  and  other  Latin  American 
countries,  but  Sweden  took  9  million  pounds.     In  the  last  year  prior  to  the  war  80 
percent  of  total  exports  were  to  European  countries,  whereas  last  season  95  percent 
of  the  total  was  to  non-European  countries,  principally  to  the  United  States  and 
other  western  Hemisphere  countries.

Harking  a  dlreot  outgrowth  of  recora'nendatlons  adopted  at  the  ■  international 
Food  conference  lii  Hot  Springs,  Virginia,  last  May  and  June,  the  Governnient -of  Panama 
recently  announced  the  establishment  of  a  National  Institute  of  Nutrition  to  study 
and  recommend  policies  aimed  at  the  eventual  elimination  from  the  country  of  such 
diseases  as  may  be  due  to  the  lack  of  proper  food  and  nutrition. 

The  general  objective  of  t^e  Institute  is  to  assure  that  the  people  of  the 
.Republic  will  be  fed  In  full  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  good  health.  More 
specifically,  Its  duties  Ihclude:     Investigating  the  food  hat>lts  and  nutrition  policy; 
revising  current  laws  relating  to  health,  agriculture,  and  nutrition  to  malte  them 
accord 'with  such  a  nutritional  policy;  and  publicizing  the  principles  of  the  science 
of  nutrition  in  order  that  Its  benefits  may  be  carried  to  all  sections  of  the 
population.  ... 

AS  a  result  of  the  functioning  of  the  Institute- 'of  ■Mutrltl.on,_lt  Is  expected 
that  progressive  Improvements  will  tak.e  place  In  the'  levels 'Of  ll.vl.p.g  .of  the  people 
of  Panama,  especially  with  respect  to  their  dietary  standard's.    -Another  anticipated 
result  is  the  elimination  of  conditions  causing  doflcTency  dlseases  -.regultlng  from 
Inadequate  diet.     The  Governing  Board  of  the  Institute    will -be  composed  of  the  mana- 
ger of  the  Banco  Agro-Pecuarlo    and  experts  In  the  fields  of -agriculture,  nutrition, 
health,  education,  and  economics.  '■ 

The  new  Institute  la  a  further  manifestation  'of-  Panama's  deterTnlnatlon  to  reap 
the  full  benefit  of  the  marked  changes  that  have  been  brou,ght  a.bout  In  the  agriculture 
of  that  country  since  the  outbreak  of  the  war.    Until -quite  re-cently  the  Republic  de- 
pended upon  foreign  sources  of  supply  for  a  subs tantlal -par t  of  Its  food  requirements. 
AS  a  result  of  a  wartime  expansion- in  agricultural 'Output  the  country  Is  expected  to 
attain  a  large  measure  of  self-sufficiency  for  most  of- Its  essential  foodstuff 
requlre-ments  by  1944. 

With  the  outbreak  of  the  war  and  the  suose'quent  mo-vement  to.  Panama  of  large 
numbers  of  people  for  work  on  various  defense  projects,   the- .food  requirements  of  the 
country  were  greatly  Increased.    Along  with  the  expanded -food  needs  came  declining 
agricultural  production  and  a  wholesale  exodus  Of  workers  from . agrlcul ture  to  higher 
paid  Joos  In  other  enterprises.     These  factors,  accompanied  by  a  sharply  increased 
purchasing  power  and  shipping- difficulties ,  resulted  in- a  somewhat  critical  food 
s Ituatlon. 

To  remedy  the  situation  the  Panamanian  CjOverrane«t  iTiaugurated  a  program  of 
increased  food  productioij,  especially  of  rice,  corn,-  -sugar,  potatoes,  beans,  and  other 
vegetables,  and  livestock  and  meat  products.
